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1 HARDWARE 


Educators usually bring computers into their schools 
for specific reasons—remediation, enrichment, 
computer literacy. But then they discover that com- 
puters are more useful than they had imagined. They 
discover applications in every subject, as well as in 
administration and instructional management. They 
also discover the hundreds of plug-in and add-on 
devices, the hardware peripherals, that promise to 
transform their simple, friendly little microcomputers 
into powerhouses of electronic capability—graphics 
tablets, through which they can enter sketches, graphs, 
and artwork into their computers; disk drives, which 
provide fast and convenient storage and retrieval of 
programs and data; printers, through which their 
computers can produce typed documents; plotters, 
for sketching; graphs; modems, through which their 
computers can communicate with other computers 
by telephone; voice and music synthesizers; network 
devices, which link machines into a powerful multiuser 
system. 

Successful application of all of these components 
requires hardheadedness—research, analysis, plan- 
ning, management. Purchasing plans require skillful 
orchestration of vision, hardware, software, facilities, 
supplies, people, and administrative procedures. 

Let’s start with vision. Before you buy hardware, 
decide what you want to accomplish—raise test scores, 
enhance problem-solving skills, prepare students for 
the job market? How will you use computers to help 
you accomplish these goals—drill and _ practice, 
games, simulations, programming? 

Then there are logistic questions to confront. At 
what grade level will the computers be introduced 
and in what subjects? How many students will need 
to use the computers? How often, where, and for 
how long? How will you train teachers and students 
to use the computers, and how will you provide for 
continuity from one grade level to the next? And 
finally, what special constraints must you deal with? 
Budgets, building security, union rules, parental at- 
titudes? A carefully chosen and well-informed com- 
mittee can be invaluable in helping you resolve these 
issues. 


Now let’s look at hardware selection. A good rule. 


is to first find software that does what you need and 
then have the dealer tell you what kind of equipment 
you need to support the software. This is somewhat 
easier to say than do, but it will simplify your hardware 
selection considerably. 
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Second, consider the whole system—the users, the 
hardware, the software—and not just the component 
pieces. An educational computing system is made 
up of people and machines. The machines must re- 
spond to the people and serve their specific limitations 
and needs. 

Here are a few questions to consider before buying 
equipment: 

What kind of data will users want to enter, and 
what is the most efficient way for them to do it? An 
answer here will help you evaluate keyboards and 
other input devices. 

What size programs will users want to run? This 
will tell you how much memory your computer must 
have. Speaking of memory, it’s important to consider 
both the amount of memory in the computer itself 
(random access memory) and mass storage capacity 
of the system (cassette or disk storage). 

Some computers only provide uppercase video 
character display and others provide both upper- and 
lowercase. Is this important? What about graphics? 
Are they necessary? Is color important? How much 
resolution do you need? Do you need fast animation 
or other special features? 

Except for the simplest setups, your computer sys- 
tem will need a printer. But how fast does it need 
to be? And how rugged? Do you need letter quality 
or special fonts? Is noise a factor? 

Do you want to connect your computers into a 
network—either within the school or across the 
country? How will you handle security and 
maintenance? 

Once you’ve defined your educational mission, 
talk with several reputable dealers who can help you 
design a package. Give them your detailed perfor- 
mance criteria and let them recommend specific 
products. Request bids and negotiate a clause in the 
final contract that says that the dealer will bear re- 
sponsibility if the system doesn’t meet your explicitly 
stated needs. You may pay more in the beginning, 
but you’re more likely to save in the end. A good 
dealer will help you with selection, initial setup, 
inservice training, maintenance, and upgrading. 

Use this list of hardware products available to 
educators as a guide. Request and study the manu- 
facturers’ literature. Read reviews in the computing 
magazines. Try the machines at dealers’ showrooms 
and at conventions. Don’t buy without a demon- 
stration. Look before you leap.

Two questions pop up whenever educators talk about 
software: ‘‘What’s available?’’ and ‘‘Is it any good?’’ 

The first question is a snap to answer. Just skim 
the following listings. You’ll find more than 1,000 
software offerings spanning every subject and grade. 
More and more become available every day. 

The second question is another matter. It depends 
upon your philosophy of education and how you 
believe computers should be used. To a large degree, 
quality is in the eye of the beholder. 

The best person to judge software is the classroom 
teacher who’ll use it. Properly used, computers are 
tools that extend the capabilities of the teacher. Just 
as a carpenter works best with familiar and comfortable 
tools, so does a teacher. 

Unfortunately, many good teachers are still intim- 
idated by computers. They tend to suspend the keen 
professional judgment that they would apply to a 
new textbook, learning kit, or film. The truth is that 
the computer is simply another medium. A medium 
with incredible potential, but it has its strengths and 
weaknesses; its proper and improper uses. 

The first recommendation that we would make 
about software evaluation is to forget about the mys- 
tique of the computer. Bring to the task your judgment 
and competence as an educator. That done, you should 
ask three basic questions: 

1) Does the program fit the needs of your curriculum? 

Is it appropriate from the point of view of subject 
matter and grade level? 

2) Is it educationally sound? 

Does the software help establish or support an 
effective and affirmative learning experience for the 
user? 

3) Is it easy to use? 

Does the software work as it is supposed to? Are 
the manuals easy to read and comprehensive? Can 
the teacher and student use the software with minimal 
frustration and extraneous effort? 

Each of these larger questions, of course, encom- 
passes a multitude of smaller questions. But they’re 
the same questions that you would ask when you 
evaluate other educational materials. 

This leaves one small problem. How do you get 
to see software that you want to evaluate? Many of 
the periodicals listed in the publications section of 
this directory review software, and such reviews can 
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guide you in the right direction. But there’s no sub- 
stitute for seeing it with your own eyes. 

Many companies are reluctant to send free review 
packages because of unauthorized copying and dis- 
tribution of copyrighted software. Copyright abuse 
is a major problem. Otherwise well-meaning educators 
who would be outraged if they caught their own 
students stealing, somehow have not equated un- 
authorized copying and sharing with stealing—which 
it is. Because of this problem, software prices are 
higher than they need to be and many major publishers 
have chosen to limit their investment in software 
development and marketing. 

But there are ways that you can preview a wide 
selection of the software. Providing geography is 
not a problem, distributors will demonstrate software 
for you if you ask, either on your premises or theirs. 
Hundreds of educational computing conferences also 
provide outstanding opportunities to see the latest 
releases. Visiting other schools and districts is still 
another way to broaden your exposure. And many 
teacher centers, instructional resource centers, col- 
leges, universities, and regional educational collab- 
oratives are building up software libraries. (If your 
school or district doesn’t belong to a regional edu- 
cational computing collaborative, find out why. If 
you don’t have such an organization in your area, 
why not start one?) 

Clearly, it’s well worthwhile to preview as broad 
a range of software as you can. The more you’ve 
seen, the better your ability to select wisely. 

To compile this directory, every possible effort 
was made to find every software product available 
for use in classrooms. The listings that follow reflect 
what was on the market as of August 1982 when this 
directory went to press. New educational software 
is emerging at an impressive rate. If you don’t find 
exactly what you want in the listings, write to the 
publishers and producers (you’ll find their addresses 
in the Companies section). They may very well have 
new materials that fit your needs. 

The prices listed below are the publisher’s suggested 
retail price. They should be regarded as indicators 
only. Where both disk and cassette formats are avail- 
able, prices are for the disk version.

Publications: A note about reading these listings 

The books, magazines, and resources listed in the section that follows 
appear alphabetically by title. As in earlier sections, an asterisk in any 
of the information fields in a listing means that the information was 
unavailable to us when we went to press. 
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There’s a popular misconception that computers will 
replace paper. But don’t count on it. To get the most 
out of computers you need information—books, 
magazines, and instruction manuals. 

Start with books. Before you buy or use a computer 
it’s wise to read two or three books on the subject. 
Computers are not like any other electrical appliance 
the world has known. They handle the drudgery of 
calculation and other symbol manipulations beauti- 
fully. They provide a powerful medium for exploring 
abstract concepts. But they demand an initial in- 
vestment in knowlege. The more you know, the more 
satisfaction you’ll derive from using them. 

Why is this? Computers are totally general-purpose 
information processing tools. They process numbers, 
words, graphics, and sound with equal facility. But 
they must be told what to do in elaborate detail. To 
control such versatile but literal servants you must 
have a rich but unambiguous language. And such a 
language takes time to develop and learn. 

That’s not to say that you have to be a genius to 
put computers to work in your school or classroom, 
however. Many valuable instructional and admin- 
istrative software packages are easy to use. But such 
software is like a 10-day packaged tour of Europe— 
fine as long as you’re willing to let someone else 
make the decisions. If you’d like to encourage your 
students to explore and think for themselves, you’ll 
want to balance off-the-shelf software with materials 
that help teach computer literacy and programming. 

What kinds of books are most valuable? Here’s a 
rough-and-ready classification: 

How computers work—overview These books put 
the technical terms and jargon in perspective. You'll 
find many fine books to choose from in this area. 
Since the computer field is evolving rapidly, look 
for books that are up-to-date and written in language 
with which you feel comfortable. 

How computers work—specific Conceptually, all 
computers are alike, but specific systems differ in 
many details. Every popular microcomputer has 
spawned a rich literature devoted to tips, techniques, 
and technical sightseeing. When you start working 
with a specific computer system, you'll find a few 
books from this genre quite useful. 

Programming tutorials Yes, you can teach yourself 
how to program, and there are many fine books avail- 
able to help you do it. Don’t try it without access to 
a computer, however. It’s an exercise in futility. 
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Program anthologies It’s quite useful to have on 
or two books around filled with programs that you 
or your students can key in and run on your computer 
Books in this category, and there are many, are or- 
ganized by type of computer as well as type of ap- 
plication, such as games, business, utilities, and so 
on. 

Advanced programming books These will become 
increasingly valuable as you and your students gain 
experience, but they’re usually heavy going. They 
will help you understand how to solve a broad range 
of problems with your computer, however, if you’re 
willing to wrestle with the technical presentation. 

Reference books These include references on spe- 
cific computers and computer languages. You might 
also include a good dictionary of computer terms in 
this category. 
~ Computers and social issues In this group you’ll 
find both fiction and nonfiction that covers a broad 
range of important social issues arising out of com- 
puters and their use, including privacy, job displace- 
ment, and crime. 

Computers in education Computers have many ap- 
plications in the educational setting. These books 
will help you learn from the experiences of others. 

While books cover the big picture, magazines help 
you keep abreast of the rapidly changing technology. 
Literally scores of magazines, including those that 
focus on computers in education, are published. 
Magazines help you keep up with new hardware, 
software, and application ideas. They tell you who’s 
doing what, how, where, and why. 

The following listings present a wide range of 
books, magazines, and other information resources. 

There’s one category not included, however—in- 
struction manuals. Instruction manuals come with 
your hardware and software. They have often been 
criticized for lack of clarity, but they’re getting better. 
Hardware and software manufacturers are now pub- 
lishing appropriate instruction manuals for non- 
technical people—something that was generally not 
the case a short while ago. Before you buy specific 
hardware or software, look carefully at the manuals. 
Well-produced manuals usually indicate well- 
designed products. 

Be sure to reserve a sturdy bookshelf in your class- 
room for books, magazines, and instruction manuals. 
And plan to include ample funds in your computing 
budget to keep it well stocked.

As you may have surmised from the tips on hardware 
and software selection elsewhere in this directory, 
you’ll wish you had a computer to process all the 
information you’ll need in order to decide which 
computers to buy with which options and add-ons 
to run which software. The wide selection and re- 
markable modularity of small computers are wonderful 
but you must be knowledgeable before you fill out 
a purchase order. All the components in your computer 
system need to fit together like pieces of a jigsaw 
puzzle. The disk drives and printers need to talk to 
the computers; the software must fit the disk drives 
and run properly with the rest of the system. If you 
buy a conventional system from one manufacturer 
you’ll have little problem. But if you want special 
capabilities such as speech synthesis or special 
graphics features, you may need to buy from more 
than one maker, and you’ll find a frustrating lack of 
standards in the industry. Here’s where the ability 
to read the fine print on the spec sheets comes in 
handy. 

Then there’s the matter of price. The store down 
the street quotes you one figure and the mail-order 
dealer gives you another. The educational computing 
distributor offers a complete package; if you mix 
and match from several sources you may come out 
with a better price. 

This leads to a basic question—with whom should 
you do business when you buy computer hardware 
or software? The manufacturers? The mail-order dis- 
count houses? The educational distributors or your 
local computer store? Let’s look at the options. 

Manufacturers: If you’re buying a large number 
of computers—a purchase for the district, for instance, 
it’s well worthwhile to prepare a request for bids 
that includes a detailed specification of your needs; 
then send it to the national accounts sales office of 
each of the major manufacturers. If you’re talking 
large numbers—several hundred computers, for ex- 
ample—you can often negotiate favorable prices on 
hardware and software and get extras such as teacher 
training and long-term maintenance included in the 
package. Because you’ll get the best response from 
manufacturers who are aggressively trying to advance 
their competitive position in the education market, 
this approach works best if you do your homework 
on products and prices and do not have a strong 
preference for a particular make of computer. 

Mail order: Unless your school is in the north 
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woods, the only reason to consider buying through 
a mail-order house is lower prices. You'll find many 
mail-order outfits advertising in the computer mag- 
azines. Their advertised prices are often 30 percent 
or more off list. But you would consider buying 
through a mail-order firm only if you know exactly 
what you want, will not need help installing or using 
it, and have a dependable arrangement for service. 
Carefully check the reputation of the mail-order house 
for reliability before you buy. When you place an 
order through the mail, avoid paying cash in advance 
and be willing to cancel if you don’t receive prompt 
delivery. 

Educational distributors: The educational distributor 
who offers computer products will speak your lan- 
guage, whereas many other people in the computer 
distribution chain won’t. The educational dealer will 
stock hardware and software that is specifically se- 
lected to meet the needs of schools, will keep up 
with which districts are doing what with computers 
in the area, and often offer inservice training. 

Sales personnel will be helpful with information 
and suggestions before you buy and attentive to prob- 
lems after. You'll usually pay full list price for this 
service, but to many educators it’s worth it. The 
major disadvantage of buying from an educational 
distributor shows up if you are geographically distant 
from its nearest office. It’s hard to get good service 
from a firm that’s 100 or more miles away. 

Computer stores: Computer stores and other retail 
computer outfits are nearly as common as pet stores. 
Some cater to hobbyists and some to business. Some 
are little more than counters at the back of an appliance 
store; some are slick, interior-designed national fran- 
chises. 

Buying from a local computer store has one major 
advantage. Because, as an educator, you are an in- 
fluential and visible person in your community, the 
management of the local computer store has a vested 
interest in keeping you happy. This is particularly 
true in smaller communities. Prices will generally 
be higher in a computer store than they are elsewhere, 
but so is the willingness to provide information and 
service. Such willingness, however, depends upon 
the quality of the local management. 

The bottom line is this: If you know what you’re 
doing, shop widely and drive a hard bargain on price. 
If not, buy from someone local and look for the best 
support and service.
